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WANTED: A KIPLING FOE OUR INDIAN 
FIGHTERS 
Colonel Lcvell H. Jerome, who is one of the 
last su rviving members of the Indian fighters of 
the old west, celebrated his 83rd birthday in New 
York not long ago, and remark ed that modern 
America has lost all its interest in Indian fights. 
“Nobody wants to hear abou t the Indians any 
more," he said. “They’re ju st tak en for granted 
—except, maybe, by those who were u p against 
them.*’ 
And this, althou gh Cu ster’s last fight took 
place little more than half a centu ry ago, is p ret­ 
ty largely tru e; 
and it sets one wondering Ju st 
why is shou ld be that one of the most romantic 
and colorfu l of all phases in American history 
shou ld have been so generally ignored by litera­ 
tu re and the stage. 
To- be su re, there have been lots of romances 
written abou t the Indian fighters of the far west; 
bu t almost withou t exception they have been 
fifth-rate stu ff, and if nobody reads them any 
more it is becau se they aren’t worth reading. 
And that is too bad, too, for thrilling things 
u sed to happen on the plains, and marvelou s 
tales cou ld be writen arou nd them. 
Perhaps it is becau se it all happened so qu ick ­ 
ly. Indian warfare west of the Missou ri hardly 
began u ntil the 19 th centu ry had attained its 
majority, and the last of it was over in the nine­ 
ties. It was over before there was time for a 
tradition to be bu ilt u p. If it had been dragged 
ou t for a centu ry or two the whole thing wou ld 
have impressed itsexf more deeply on the na­ 
tion’s consciou sness, and some gifted writer 
wou ld have done for the soldiers of the west 
what Kipling did for England’s soldiers in India. 
The romantic literatu re of the west remains 
to be written. The facts are there, as a brief pe­ 
ru sal of any old-time western history will show 
you . Will a romancer yet arise to spin abou t the 
old Indian fighters the great tales that ou ght to 
be spu n?
